Forty

the American Union, stand 
as 
a 
deathless memorial to the valor of 
thousands of heroes who have died 
In defense of the Republic, Luther 
Harrison, editor of the Holdenville 
Democrat, told an immense audience 
at the McSwain theatre. Sunday aft­ 
ernoon in a Memorial Day address. 
Old Glory, he said, has floated 
over a thousand fields and has nev­ 
er returned home stained with de­ 
feat. 
“And most remarkable of all,' 
the speaker declared, “is the fact 
that these sainted dead have shown 
to the world that it is possible for 
a commonwealth to mobilize mil­ 
lions to hurl into the mouth of war 
for the defense of small countries, 
without the hope of territorial gain 
or financial reward. We have seen 
enacted in the World War the ‘mir­ 
acle of the twentieth century’ which 
dwarfs into insignifance many of 
the wonders of the Orient. Ameri­ 
cans have gone cheerfully to name­ 
less graves on foreign fields for the 
sake of an ideal.” 
The civic and oral pulse of any 
community may be gauged by the 
condition of its cemetery, Harrison 
asserted. 
Cemetery Is Index.

LONDON, May 29.—Horatio Bot- 
tomly, former publisher of “John 
Bull”, was found guilty today by 
a jury on a charge of misappropria­ 
ting funds belonging to the Victory 
Club. He was sentenced to seven 
years penal servitude. 
A remarkable scene occurred out­ 
side the court after sentence had 
been pronounced. The crowd sur­ 
rounded the courthouse and surged 
after the band which was conduct­ 
ing Bottomley to prison. Strong pol­ 
ice measures were required to quell 
the demonstration which curiously 
enough had no vocal expression. Mr. 
Bottomley’8 conviction was imme­ 
diately made known in a message 
from the judge to the speaker of 
the house of commons, who former­ 
ly announced it to the house. This 
automatically vacated Mr. Bottom- 
ley’s seat in the house for South 
Hackney, in which place he served 
in the period from 1908 to 1912 
and again serving in 1918 when he 
was re-elected.

interest Runs High 
The Bottomley case has been ex­ 
citing intense interest in "England

funds of the Victory Bond club, 
a war time organization of which 
he was the founder and president. 
When Bottomley was placed on trial 
he was specifically accussed of mis­ 
appropriating 5,000 pounds, but the

have handled, only 23,000 pounds 
could be accounted for. Bottomley 
swore during the trial that he had 
not made a penny of his various 
clubs or improperly taken ony a- 
mount whatever from the club fund.

MEMORIAL DAY. 
(By L u th e r H arrison in the H oldenville D em ocrat) 
Fifty-five years ago the women of Columbus, Mississippi, 
by impartially decorating the graves of both gray and blue 
brought into being what is now known as “Memorial Day/* 
The holy custom they established has survived and it is now 
a nation-wide practice to carpet with flowers the graves of 
those who in many wars have died for 
the 
republic. 
Amid the clinging vines and under the whispering leaves 
of many silent cities can be found the last resting place of the j 
nation’s hallowed dead. Under the cold white monuments that 
mark the enternal bivouac of the departed flowers will be 
strewn by reverent hands to show the affection of the living 
for those who died for freedom. The fragrant flowers that 
garland the gardens of the west will jewel the couch of those 
who died for North or South, who carried the stars and stripes 
in glory across the deserts of Mexico, or who gave American 
idealism its deathless fame in Cuba and the Champagne. 
It is a thought over run with sadness that so many thou­ 
sands of those who died for flag and country sleep today in 
unmarked graves. But to off set this poignant memory is the 
consolation of knowing that their real monument is as wide 
as the republic and reaches upward to the stars. The nation 
itself is their monument. It was born of the travail of sweep­ 
ing armies and forever sanctified by the blood those armies 
shed. Every principle that helps make America the freest land 
beneath the stars was paid for on the discordant field of 
carnage at the mouth of flaming guns. Every right that we 
possess is the blood purchase of the nation martyred dead. 
Every privilege we enjoy as citizens came 
to us 
from the 
broken bodies and shattered hands of those who made the 
supreme sacrifice all the way down from the village green at 
Lexington to the hills that look down on the valley of Sedan. 
And when these principles and 
rights 
and 
privileges are 
blended into an indestructible nation they constitute the monu­ 
ment of those who died on land or sea for the integrity and 
safety of the American union. 
No matter what our walk and station we gather inspira­ 
tion from Memorial Day. A master minstrel sounds the note j 
^ 
that carries us back thru the corridors of history to the fateful 
morning when the fifes first shrilled at Lexington. We hear 
again the drums that thundered at Montreal and beneath the 
walls of Ticonderoga. We see again in the camera of memory 
the serried lines of an army that annihilated the scarlet hosts 
of Britain, that made the ocean free, that saved the southwest 
to the civilization of the Anglo-Saxon, that fused the broken 
stones of secession into the temple of the union, tfiat rescued 
Cuba from the rape of the Spaniard, and that saved the civili­ 
zation of the old world with the life-blood of the new. 
In the little cemeteries of this great western state repose 
the ashes of many who have fought beneath the flag. Not one 
of these w ill be forgotten on Memorial Day. In neither time

OKLAHOMA CITY, Saturday, May 
27, 1922.— Conditions favorable to 


the southern portion of the district 
and fields are looking fairly clean 
in view of the unfavorable weather 
experienced during the 
past 
six 
weeks. Much anxiety is being ex­ 
pressed over the probable return this 
year of the cotton boll weevil and 
th pest is even now reported in two 
of the south-central counties. White 
potatoes are looking good, while a 
large acreage of sweet potatoes is 
being set. Minor crops, gardens and 
small fruits are generally very good, 
while the prospects for a normal 
crop of apples, peaches and pears 
are not as bright, with consider­ 
able fruit being reported as drop­ 
ping off the tree. 
O klahom a’s 
largest 
strawberry 
patch is owned by 
the 
Choctaw 
Lumber company and is set cut-over 
land near Broken Bow. More than 
200 pickers were employed to gath­ 
er this year’s crop
